As we are enabled to give en ac­ 
curate account off^he important pro- 
ceedinga which tooh place* we shall do* 
tail the eircois in the order of their oc­ 
currence. 


In pursuance of notice publicly given, 
a niettiog for the purpose of proopoting 
Radical Retorm wa« held, commencing 
et 12 oxiocki (U»d to which Mr. Uenry 
Hunt.hiMi been invited, to leke the chair. 
The place of roeeiing 4*as a spacioue 
piece of ground near bi. Peter*» Churcht 
and by a little after twelve o’clock, the 
whole of the immense erea was^fillcd 
with spectitors —Large bodiee of peo­ 
ple came f.om the neighboring towna 
and viilaKCs in procession, all of them 
preceded by flags and some of them by 
bands of muxic. .Saddieworth, Rochdale. 
Middleton, Didham, Roy ton. Ashton, 
and various other place«, poured im* 
monsc conttibnt<ons to the mes« of 
speciators ; the number of whom, at the 
time the chair was taken, may be safely 
csiinMled at^from 50 to 70,000. Vaiious

They halted In extreme ili«order, and 
Mr. Hunt cried out,

with throe cheera, and bo firm- * Tho 
order« tbu« made wore punctoally obey­

But it wee no trick ; for, after a minaie*a 
pauae, forming, brandiahiog their sa­ 
bres, and «purring their horse«, they 
charged through tho coniMct crowd, 
ineuotly made a pa««age and aiifiouod- 
od the huatinga, on which Mf, Hdht waa 
atillahoutlng, without-stretched hand« 
—** Be firm.” The exhortation waa 
vain I the tramplhig of the boraeei and 
the cutting of tho riders, cleared the ed-

—the cavalry in the midst of end upon 
them. 
Mr. Hunt, with Mr. Johnson, 
and one or two othora, were aecurad, 
and «ont with a strong eacort to Ihe New 
Baily. A dreadful scene now took place 
near the «battered busting« i and the 
ground was strewed with the bleediog 
bodiea of men and women, bruiaed, cut 
and trampled upon. 
Amongat the real 
especial constable, Mr Ashwoilh* of 
Bull*« Head, wee cot to the ground ^ e 
trooperi.and almoai immediately died. 
A piatol waa diacharged, but by whom 
we could not poaitively aacertain ; the 
account most pravalcni was, that it was 
discharged by an Individual unknown, at 
a yeoman who waa riding up to him. 
and that the ahoi brought the unfortu­ 
nate man from bis horse to the ground 


In the other paits of the field, the 
Cheshire Yeomanry and Diagoons, and 
the I3ih llu»sar«, chargcd among the 
crowd, without, as far a« we could learn, 
«tiikiog at them ; and the whole ground, 
which had been, five minutea before, 
covered with an attentive audience, was 
now compleit ly cleared, and the cavalry 
galloped up and down on it, eitveloped 
in a cloud of dust. 
The street« into 
which the aff'rigiited populace had run, 
were «courcd by fie«h bodie« of horse ; 
and in a very,lew minute« the immense^ 
assemblage was «o completely «catter- 
ed, that no considerable body remained 
together in any one place.. A regiment 
ol uifantry was drawn up in the immedi­ 
ate neighborhood^ but was not called 
out, a^d apecial conatablea were about,

Coax, AUGUST SI. 
Riotê at Manche9ter„^iJn Monday 
tho I6ih of August the Reform m|eting 
wae held at Mancheaier. There were 
not leaa at this meeting than loo.ooo 
peopio collected from all the villages 
roQiid for SO miles. 
Otator Hunt vraa 
tho leader. Thoapproaeb of the dif­ 
ferent bodiee of the deluded populace, 
of which it was constituted, was made 
wllè all iMnner of outward display, in 
order to Impose forbeerance on the civil 
authorities. Banners and bands of mu»ic 
added their effect to tho march of the 
different di*iaione of the refd>mer«, 
which wae conducted with «ometbing 
Kko militery precieion. Among tho 
former were eeveral bearing the tollow- 
ing Inacription« end device«. 
** Let us 
die like meu*aod not be «old a« «lave« 
No corn lew«—Annual jpai liaments, and 
universal auff* age—Major Cartwright*« 
bill—The Rose, supported on each side 
by the Shamrock and Thistle, with two 
hands united, end tho word union a. 
mong them. 
Threo 
different flags, 
bearing tho cap of liberty, on ihe flag­ 
staff. 
Equal representation or death 1 
— iaxation, with false leprescntatiou, is 
noiust and «yiannlcal.*' 


Women, in conaiderable number«, 
were united in theeo processions, and 
advanced with them to the general place 
of nioeting in bt. Petcr*a tquare. W hen 
every thing ot prelimiitary arrangement 
had concluded. Hunt with his iminediaie 
party, mounted e pleiform prepared for 
their recepiioo, from whence he pro­ 
ceeded to addrfss the multitude. 
His 
harangue waa suffered to go on one 
hour, untill the riot act had been read in 
due form, and then ho was interrupted 
by a body of cavalry, acting under the 
orders of the civil mügistrates. They 
made a full charge in full gallop, 
amongst the crowd to the platform on 
which he was placed, cut it down with 
their aword«, and took Hunt and all on 
the stage prisoners. 
They then made 
asecofid charge to disperse the people, 
in which hundreds were thrown down 
and rode over. Five lost their lives, 
and about 100 were aeverely wounded. 


All continued confubion till evening, 
when the mob broke some windows in 
tho New Croas. 
The 88ih foot then 
flred on them end kilted 4 men ; they 
were a««ailed by the mob with stones 
and brickbat«, and one dragoon wa« 
knocked down by a blow, and has since 
died. On the I7ih all was alarm, and 
the atreets crowded with militia. Orders 
were issued for all the »hops to be clos­ 
ed. and it was reported that some thous­ 
ands were conning lo Monchester with 
pikes and arm«. Cannon wae placed in 
the atreets, but the mob seemed dcs- 
peiate, and determined to have revenge.
